INSTRUCTION. 


The  defign  of  the  Law  School  is  to  afford  a 
complete  courfe  of  legal  education  for  gentlemen 
intended  for  the  Bar  in  any  of  the  United  States, 
except  in  matters  of  mere  local  law  and  pradice. 

The  Annual  Term  of  this  Inftitution  commences 
on  the  firfl:  Wednefday  of  Odlober,  and  continues  until 
May  15. 

The  Course  of  Study  occupies  two  years,  and  is 
fo  arranged  that  a  complete  view  is  given  during  each 
year  of  the  fubjedls  embraced  within  it.  The  plan  of 
inftrud:ion  includes  the  various  branches  of  Common 
Law,  Equity,  Admiralty,  Commercial,  International 
and  Conftitutional  Law,  and  efpecial  attention  will  be 
given  to  all  topics  embraced  within  the  recent  rule  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  prefcribing  the  ftudies  requihte 
for  admiffion  to  the  Bar. 

The  First  Year  of  the  Courfe  will  be  occupied 
with  the  ftudy  of  Commentaries  upon  Municipal  Law, 
of  the  Law  of  Contradls,  and  of  Real  Eftate. 

The  Second  Year  includes  Equity  Jurifprudence, 
Commercial  and  Admiralty  Law,  Evidence,  Pleading 
and  Practice. 

Particular  Attention  will  be  given  to  the  Law 
of  Real  Eftate. 

The  Text  Books  ufed  will  be  announced  to  the 
Claffes  as  they  are  needed. 

It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  School  to  make  its  Students 
fyftematic  and  thorough  in  their  attainments.  It  pro- 
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ceeds  upon  the  principle  that  the  fcience  of  Jurifpru- 
dence  is  to  be  inculcated  by  the  approved  modes  of 
teaching  the  fundamental  principles  of  other  fciences, 
by  the  ufe  of  text-books,  and  by  the  drill  of  the  reci¬ 
tation  room,  with  fupplementary  ledlures  and  expo- 
fitions,  oral  and  written. 

Pleadings,  etc. — The  ftudents  are  called  upon,  from 
time  to  time,  to  draw  pleadings,  contrails,  and  other 
inftruments  connedled  with  the  pradlice  of  law,  and  to 
do  the  moft  important  duties  of  an  attorney’s  clerk. 

Each  Class  occupies  ten  hours  with  the  Profeflbr 
of  Municipal  Law  in  each  week. 

T HE  Lectures  by  the  other  Profeflbrs  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Bar  are  given  at  yj  P.  M.,  and  not  lefs 
than  three  in  each  week. 

Moot  Courts.- — Two  Moot  Courts  are  held  every 
week,  at  each  of  which  a  caufe  previoufly  affigned  is 
argued  by  four  ftudents,  and  an  opinion  delivered  by 
Profeflbr  Dwight. 

Medical  Lectures. — By  the  courtefy  of  the  Faculty 
of  the  Medical  Department,  the  law  ftudents  may  attend 
any  or  all  of  the  courfes  of  Medical  Lectures,  free  of 
charge. 

LIBRARY. 

The  Law  Library  contains  a  complete  feries  of 
the  Reports  and  Statutes  of  the  United  States 
and  of  the  Reports  of  the  State  of  New  York,  with 
the  moft  valuable  of  thofe  of  the  other  States,  a  full. 
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feries  of  the  Englifh  Reports  from  the  Year  Books  to 
the  prefent  time,  with  feveral  editions  of  the  Englifh 
Statutes,  and  the  principal  Treatifes  on  American  and 
Englifh  Law.  It  embraces  the  body  of  the  Civil  Law 
and  the  treatifes  of  the  mofl  eminent  Commentators 
upon  it,  with  many  works  of  interefl  in  Scotch, 
German,  French,  Italian,  and  other  Foreign  Law. 

It  includes  the  original  Law  Library  of  William 
Samuel  Johnson,  the  firfl:  Prefident  of  Columbia 
College  after  the  Revolution,  and  one  of  the  framers 
of  the  Conflitution  of  the  United  States,  for  which 
the  College  is  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  his  de- 
fcendant,  the  Honorable  JWilliam  Samuel  Johnfon,  of 
Connedlicut.  It  has  been  flill  further  enriched  during 
the  prefent  year,  by  another  donation  of  peculiar  hif- 
toric  interefl,  from  John  Jay,  Efquire,  embracing  the 
Law  Library  of  his  grandfather,  John  Jay,  the  firfl 
Chief  Juflice  of  the  United  States. 

The  Library  is  open  for  the  ufe  of  the  fludents 
during  the  term,  from  9  o'clock  A.  M.  to  10  o’clock 
P.  M.,  where  thofe  who  defire  it  purfue  their  ftudies, 
efpecially  in  the  preparation  of  cafes  for  the  Moot 
Court.  The  central  pofition  of  the  School  renders  it 
eafily  acceffible.  It  is  diredtly  oppofite  the  Aftor 
Library,  to  which  the  fludents  have,free  accefs,  and  the 
Law  Department  of  which  contains  feveral  thoufand 
volumes,  including  a  very  extenfive  feries  of  Englifh 
and  American  Reports,  with  a  valuable  and  rare  col- 
ledtion  of  works  on  Foreign  Law,  and  full  colledlions 
of  French  cafes,  ancient  and  modern, 
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TERMS  OF  ADMISSION,  FEES,  ETC. 
NY  perfon  of  good  moral  charadter,  whether  a 


■L  graduate  of  any  College  or  not,  may  be  admitted 
to  either  of  the  ClalTes.  No  examination  and  no 
particular  courfe  of  previous  ftudy  is  required  for 
admiffion. 

The  Tuition-  Fees  are  $75  per  year,  payable  in 
advance,  which  will  admit  the  ftudents  to  all  the  lectures, 
and  to  the  ufe  of  the  Law  Library.  No  ftudent  is 
matriculated  until  his  fees  are  paid. 

Board  may  be  obtained  in  the  city,  at  prices  ranging 
from  $3.50  to  $5.00  a  week.  Rooms  are  obtained  at 
prices  varying  from  $1,00  to  $2.00  a  week.  Where 
two  ftudents  roorn  together,  board  and  rooms  may 
be  obtained  on  very  moderate  terms.

Admission  to  the  Bar. — By  the  provifions  of  an

enaded  by  the  Legiftature  of  the  State  of  New  York^

April  7,  i860,  graduates  of  the  Law  School  are  admitted 
to  praSlice  in  all  the  Courts  of  the  State^  on  receiving  the 
College  Diploma.

RULES  GOVERNING  EXAMINA¬ 
TIONS  AND  PRIZES. 


I.  EXAMINATIONS. 

i 

There  fhall  be  an  Oral  Examination  of  Can¬ 
didates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
at  the  clofe  of  the  fecond  year. 

The  Examination  is  to  be  conduced  by  the  Pro- 
feffors  in  the  Law  School,  and  is  diftindt  from  that 
hereinafter  eftablifhed  for  Prizes. 

II.  DEGREES. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  fliall  be  conferred 
upon  fuch  ftudents  as  fhall  pafs  an  Examination  fatif- 
fadlory  to  the  ProfefTor  of  Municipal  Law. 

III.  PRIZES. 

The  rules  refpedling  the  adjudication  of  Prizes  are 
as  follows : 

I  ft. — There  ftiall  be  an  Examination  of  the  candi¬ 
dates  for  Prizes  at  the  clofe  of  each  collegiate  year. 
The  firft  examination  will  occur  in  May,  i860.  All 
members  of  the  prefent  Senior  Clafs  ftiall  be  entitled 
to  compete  for  the  Prizes.  Hereafter  candidates  muft 
be  connected  with  the  Law  School  for  two  collegiate 
years. 

Note. — By  the  Adi  of  April  7th,  1 860,  the  Examination  is  required  to 
be  fatilfactory  to  the  Profeflbr  of  the  Law  School,  and  the  Law 
Committee,  or  a  quorum  of  them,  being  Counfellors  at  Law. 
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2d.  The  teft  of  excellence  fhall  be  twofold ; 

a.  By  an  Examination  in  writing,  in  anfwer  to 
printed  queftions. 

b.  By  Eflays  prepared  upon  fuch  legal  topics  as  may 
be  fuggefted. 

The  Prizes  fhall  be  adjudicated  upon  the  combined 
excellence  of  the  Eflays  and  of  the  Examinations. 
Diligence  and  regularity  of  attendance  upon  the  pre- 
fcribed  exercifes  of  the  School,  fhall  alfo  form  an  ele¬ 
ment  in  reaching  the  conclufion. 

3d.  The  following  Diredlions  mufl  be  obferved  by 
the  candidates  in  preparing  Eflays : 

a.  The  Eflays  fhall  be  written  upon  white  letter  paper 
of  the  befl:  quality,  with  a  margin  of  an  inch  wide. 
Only  two  pages  of  each  flieet  fhall  be  written  upon. 
The  chirography  mufl  be  plain  and  legible.  The 
Eflays  fhall  not  exceed  ten  fheets  in  length,  or  three- 
fourths  of  an  hour  in  delivery,  if  fpoken. 

h.  The  Pofltions  taken  in  the  Eflays,  fhall,  if  debata¬ 
ble,  be  fortified  by  the  citation  of  authorities.  Where 
the  point  is  reafonably  well  fettled,  a  Angle  deciflve  and 
leading  authority  fhall  fuffice.  In  other  cafes,  more 
are  admiflible. 

c.  Concifenefs  and  clearnefs  of  exprefTion,  accuracy 
of  flatement,  and  clofe  reafoning,  fhould  be  carefully 
fludied  by  the  eflayifts. 

d.  Each  Eflay  mufl  be  Agned  with  a  Aditious  name, 
and  be  accompanied  by  a  fealed  envelope,  upon  the 
outAde  of  which  fhall  be  written  the  Adlitious  name 
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attached  to  the  effay,  and  within  a  flip  of  paper  con¬ 
taining  the  real  name  of  the  author.  The  effays  fhall 
be  delivered  to  the  ProfefTor  of  Municipal  Law,  on  or 
before  May  15th. 

e.  The  unfucceffful  Effays  fhall  be  returned  to  the 
authors,  with  the  envelopes  unopened  ;  the  fucceffful 
fhall  belong  to  the  College,  and  fhall  be  preferved  in 
bound  volumes  for  the  ufe  of  the  Law  Library. 

f.  Any  Effays  which  have  received  honorable  mention 
from  the  Committee  of  Award,  and  have  failed  to 
receive  a  Prize,  may,  with  the  confent  of  the  authors, 
be  bound  with  the  Prize  Effays. 

4th.  The  Examination  upon  the  printed  queflions 
fhall  be  made  as  follows  : 

a,  Thofe  who  intend  to  compete  for  the  Prizes  fhall 
enter  their  names  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpofe, 
before  May  ift.  If  among  thefe  perfons  there  are  any 
who  have  been  wanting  in  a  reafonable  degree  of 
punduality,  they  fhall  be  informed  before  Examination 
that  they  may  fail  of  obtaining  the  Prize. 

b.  The  Profeffor  of  Municipal  Law  fhall  call  a 
feffion  of  the  candidates  at  fuch  a  time  near  the  clofe 
of  the  collegiate  year  as  may  be  convenient.  He  fhall 
furnifh,  at  the  opening  of  the  feffion,  the  printed 
papers  to  the  Undents,  who  fhall  write  their  anfwers  in 
his  prefence,  upon  paper  fimilar  to  that  provided  for 
the  effays,  with  fimilar  margin.  During  this  feffion 
there  fhall  be  a  general  filence  obferved,  except  in  regard 
to  fuch  neceffary  queflions  as  may  be  addreffed  to  the 
Profeffor ;  and  there  fhall  be  efpecially  no  communi* 
cation  of  the  candidates  with  each  other  refpecfling 
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anfwers.  A  failure  to  obferve  thefe  rules  will  work  a 
forfeiture  of  the  right  to  receive  a  Prize. 

c.  After  the  feflion  is  finifhed,  each  fet  of  anfwers  to 
the  printed  queftions*  lhall  be  hgned  by  the  candidate 
with  the  fiditious  name  attached  to  his  ElTay,  and  en- 
clofed  in  an  envelope  as  before.  The  anfwers  lhall 
belong  to  the  College. 

5th.  The  ElTays  and  Anfwers  lhall  thereupon  be 
tranfmitted  to  a  Committee  on  Prizes,  conhfting  of 
three  members  of  the  legal  profeffion,  who  are  to  be 
feleded  by  the  Law  Committee  of  the  College.  The 
report  of  this  Committee  will  be  communicated  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  College,  in  writing. 

6th.  The  names  of  the  fucceffful  candidates  and 
the  fubftance  of  the  report  lhall  be  publilhed  in  the 
principal  daily  papers  of  the  city,  at  the  expenfe  of  the 
College.  Notice  will  alfo  be  given  by  letter  to  the 
fucceffful  candidates, 

7th.  The  Prizes  lhall  be  awarded,  at  the  option  of 
the  recipient,  in  money,  medals  or  books.  Where  no 
notice  is  given  to  the  contrary,  the  award  will  be  in 
money,  until  otherwife  ordered.  The  Profeffor  of 
Municipal  Law  will  counterfign  all  drafts  upon  the 
Treafurer  before  they  can  become  available.

MATERIA  MEDICA. 

This  department  will  be  under  the  excluhve 
charge  of  Prof.  Smith,  whofe  lectures  upon  this 
fubjedt  have  been  fo  highly  valued  by  the  ftudent.  He 
will  have  under  his  control  the  extenhve  cabinet  col- 
ledled  and  prefented  to  the  College  by  Prof.  Beck  ;  and 
alfo  that  of  Prof.  J.  Smith  Rogers,  which  was  depofited 
in  the  College  by  that  gentleman,  before  his  regretted 
death.  The  College  have  alfo  recently  received  a 
valuable  colledtion  of  fpecimens  from  Meffrs.  Schief- 
felin,  Haines  &  Co.,  of  New  York. 

PATHOLOGY  AND  PRACTICAL 

MEDICINE. 

This  department,  intended  to  comprehend  the  whole 
fubjed:  of  difeafe,  its  nature,  fymptoms,  refults,  and 
mode  of  treatment,  will  be  committed  to  Prof.  Clark. 
He  will,  as  heretofore,  teach  the  pathology  of  each 
difeafe,  accompanying  his  defcriptions  by  the  difplay 
of  morbid  fpecimens,  and  by  microfcopical  demonftra- 
tions.  To  this  he  will  add  a  confideration  of  the 
treatment ;  fo  that  the  ftudent  will  at  the  fame  time 
learn  the  natural  hiftory  of  difeafe  and  the  moft  ap¬ 
proved  mode  of  conducing  it  to  a  favorable  iffue. 
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PHYSIOLOGY. 

( 

Prof.  Dalton  will  teach  Phyfiology  as  a  fcience  of 
obfervation  and  experiment.  Every  effort  will  be  made 
to  demonftrate  each  fundion  as  it  is  defcribed ;  and 
the  dodrines  of  life  will  be  illuftrated  by  reference  to 
the  moft  approved  refults  of  the  ftudy  of  animal 
chemiftry  and  microfcopic  anatomy. 


*  CHEMISTRY. 

This  department  will  be  illuftrated  by  abundant 
experiments,  ftiowing  all  the  important  readions  of 
chemical  fubftances,  and  more  particularly  thofe  which 
are  of  fpecial  intereft  in  a  medical  point  of  view.  The 
chemical  properties  of  poifonous  fubftances,  and  the 
means  of  deteding  them,  together  with  the  moft  im¬ 
portant  portions  of  Organic  Chemiftry,  will  form  a 
prominent  feature  in  the  courfe. 


SURGICAL  AND  MEDICAL  CLINIQUES. 

Thefe  Cliniques  are  among  the  moft  valuable  and 
extenfive  means  of  inftrudion  afforded  by  the  College. 

Patients  are  examined  and  prefcribed  for  in  the 
prefence  of  the  clafs,  and  fubfequently  (unlefs  already 
in  the  care  of  fome  medical  praditioner),  afligned  to 
one  of  the  ftudents,  by  whom  they  are  attended  at  their 
own  houfes  during  the  interval,  and  prefented  at  the 
College  on  the  next  regular  Clinique  day,  when  the 
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refult  of  the  treatment  is  feen,  and  fuch  further  direc¬ 
tions  given  as  may  be  neceflary. 

In  this  way  the  ftudents  in  attendance  on  the  Clin- 
iques  are,  in  the  progrefs  of  their  ftudies,  ac5lually  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  prad:ice  of  their  future  profeflion  ;  many 
of  them  having  feveral  cafes,  medical,  furgical,  and 
obftetrical,  under  their  care  at  the  fame  time. 


SPRING,  SUMMER  AND  FALL  COURSES. 

Encouraged  by  paft  fuccefs,  the  Faculty  will  con¬ 
tinue  their  efforts  to  make  the  fyftem  of  Medical 
Inftruffion  in  the  College  as  full  and  complete  as 
poffible,  by  availing  themfelves  of  the  unparalleled 
advantages  which  New  York  poffeffes  for  medical 
teaching,  in  the  facilities  which  it  affords  the  ftudent 
of  feeing  difeafes,  for  himfelf,  in  all  their  forms  and 
varieties.  Their  great  defire  and  defign  is,  to  Piow 
dijeaje.  In  purfuance  of  this  plan,  the  College  Clin- 
iques  will  be  continued  throughout  the  year ;  and 
during  the  Spring,  Summer  and  Fall,  courfes  of  ledures, 
on  pradlical  fubjeffs,  will  be  delivered  by  Members  of 
the  Faculty,  affifted  by  various  medical  gentlemen  of 
the  city,  who  have  paid  fpecial  attention  to  the  fub- 
je6ls  on  which  they  leffure.

GRADUATION. 

There  are  two  periods  for  conferring  degrees  :  one 
at  the  Annual  Commencement^  in  March  ;  the  other  at 
the  opening  of  the  Regular  Courfe  in  Odlober.  Can¬ 
didates  for  the  degree  of  Do6tor  of  Medicine,  muft 
have  attended  two  full  courfes  of  Ledlures, — the  latter 
in  this  College.  They  muft  alfo  have  P.udied  medi¬ 
cine  three  years,  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  phy- 
fician,  including  the  attendance  upon  ledlures  ;  and 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Each  can¬ 
didate  is  required  to  write  a  thefis,  on  fome  fubjed: 
connected  with  the  fcience  of  medicine,  and  to  depofit 
it  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  Full  and  formal 
certificates  of  the  time  of  ftudy,  of  moral  charadter,  and 
of  age,  muft  alfo  be  furnilhed. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  femi- 
annually  ;  that  for  graduation  in  the  Spring,  early  in 
March  ;  that  for  graduation  in  the  Fall,  on  the  fecond 
Tiiefday  in  September.

admitted  to  a  third  courfe  of  ledlures  on  paying  the 
matriculation  fee  only. 

Graduates  of  this  fchool  are  admitted  without  fee.

INFORMATION. 


OF  ADMISSION. 

1.  No  Student  will  be  admitted  into  the  Frefhman 
clafs,  unlefs  he  be  accurately  acquainted  with  the  gram¬ 
mar  of  both  the  Greek  and  Latin  tongues,  including 
fuch  rules  of  profody  as  may  be  applicable  to  fuch  of 
the  Poets  as  he  is  to  be  examined  upon ;  be  mailer  of 
CaefaPs  Commentaries,  except  the  lall  book ;  of  the 
Orations  of  Cicero  againll  Catiline  and  for  the  Poet 
Archias  ;  of  the  firll  fix  books  of  Virgil’s  ^neid  ;  of 
Sallull ;  of  the  Gofpel  according  to  St.  Luke  and  St. 
John,  and  the  A6ls  of  the  Apollles  ;  of  Jacob’s  Greek 
Reader  ;  of  the  firll  three  books  of  Xenophon’s  Ana- 
bafis,  and  the  firll  three  books  of  Homer’s  Iliad.  He 
mull  alfo  be  able  to  tranllate  Englilh  into  grammatical 
Latin  ;  and  mull  be  well  verfed  in  the  firll  four  rules 
of  Arithmetic ;  the  rule  of  three,  diredl  and  inverfe ; 
vulgar  and  decimal  fra(5lions,  and  the  extradlion  of  the 
fquare  and  cube  roots  ;  and  Algebra  as  far  as  the  end 
of  fimple  equations. 

2.  The  Students  admitted  will  be  ranged  alphabet¬ 
ically,  until  the  next  intermediate  examination  ;  after 
which  they  will  be  enrolled  with  reference  to  their  re- 
fpedlive  merits,  in  the  manner  hereafter  delignated. 

3.  Every  Candidate  admitted  into  the  Frelhman 
clafs,  and  every  lludent,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
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academical  year,  muft  write,  in  the  Matriculation 
Book  of  the  College,  his  own  name  and  the  name  and 
place  of  abode  of  his  father  or  guardian. 

4.  None  but  matriculated  Students  will  be  allowed 
to  attend  the  clafles  upon  any  pretence  whatfoever, 
without  the  fpecial  permiffion  of  the  Board  of  Truftees. 

5.  No  Student  will  be  admitted  into  an  upper  clafs 
without  being  mafter  of  the  previous  part  of  the  courfe. 

6.  No  Student  will  be  admitted  from  any  other  Col¬ 
lege  without  being  duly  qualified,  nor  without  a  certi¬ 
ficate  from  fuch  College  of  his  good  {landing. 

7.  The  annual  tuition  fee  of  each  Student  is  fifty 
dollars,  to  be  paid  at  the  commencement  of  each 
academic  year. 

OF  TERMS. 

"The  Firft  Ferm  of  the  regular  courfe  of  fhudy  will 
commence  on  the  firil  Monday  in  Odlober. 

Fhe  Second  Ferm  will  commence  immediately  after 
the  Intermediate  Examination  in  February. 


OF  EXAMINATIONS. 

There  will  be  two  examinations  of  all  the  clafTes 
every  year.  The  one  to  commence  on  the  firft  Mon¬ 
day  in  February,  and  the  other  in  the  month  of  June. 
The  latter  will  be  the  concluding  examination  of  the 
academical  year ;  the  former  will  be  called  the  Inter^ 
mediate  Examination, 
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The  examination  will  be  held  in  the  prefence  of  the 
Prehdentj  the  ProfelTors,  the  Students,  of  a  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Truftees,  and  of  fuch  other  perfons  as  may 
choofe  to  attend. 

The  examinations  are  to  be  clofe  and  rigid  ;  every 
ftudent  being  left  to  ftand  or  fall  upon  his  own  merits. 

Immediately  after  each  concluding  examination, 
fuch  candidates  for  admifllon  into  College  as  prefer  to 
be  examined  at  that  time,^may  be  examined. 

I 

ORDER  OF  MERIT. 

1.  Each  Profeflbr  will  mark  ten  for  a  maximum 
performance,  and  on  a  decreahng  fcale  to  zero,  for  a 
failure  or  a  refufal  to  recite.  Such  comparative  nu¬ 
merical  value  will  be  given  by  each  ProfefTor  to  written 
exercifes,  &c.,  relatively  to  that  of  recitations,  as  he 
may  deem  juft:  and  expedient.  ' 

2.  At  the  end  of  the  month  the  totals  of  each  ftu¬ 
dent  will  be  made  out  by  multiplying  the  average  of 
his  performances  by  the  number  of  hours  of  his  attend¬ 
ance  in  the  refpecftive  departments. 

3.  Any  a6l  of  mifcondudl  during  a  recitation  or 
lecfture,  may  be  marked  by  a  Profeflbr,  as  a  demerit, 
by  a  number  not  to  exceed  ten.  An  unexcufed  abfence 
will  count  as  a  demerit  of  ten.  Tardinefs  will  be 
marked,  at  the  difcretion  of  a  Profeflbr,  by  a  demerit 
not  to  exceed  five. 

4.  The  Prefldent  may  mark  a  ftudent  for  an  im¬ 
proper  a(ft  committed  in  the  chapel  or  elfewhere,  by  a 
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demerit  not  exceeding  ten.  An  unexcufed  abfence 
from  chapel  will  count  as  a  demerit  of  ten ;  and  tardi- 
nefs,  if  unexcufed,  as  a  demerit  of  five. 

5.  The  clalT- {landing  at  the  end  of  each  month  will 
be  determined  by  adding  the  numbers  for  each  ftudent, 
obtained  in  the  feveral  departments,  and  deducting 
therefrom  his  demerits. 

6.  At  the  end  of  each  femi-annual  term,  the  claff- 
roll  of  merit  will  be  determined  by  combining  the 
monthly  totals,  in  each  department,  with  the  refult  of 
the  public  examination ;  the  maximum  number  for 
examination  in  each  department  being  denoted  by  one 
half  of  the  fum  of  the  maximum  monthly  numbers  in 
that  department.  The  correfponding  numbers  denot¬ 
ing  the  {landing  of  each  {ludent,  in  a  centigrade  fcale, 
from  o  to  100,  will  alfo  be  computed  and  recorded. 

7.  Honors  will  be  publicly  awarded,  after  each  femi- 
annual  examination,  to  the  five  {Indents  in  each  clafs 
who  have  obtained  the  higheil  numbers ;  and  the 
honors  at  Commencement  will  be  awarded  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  numbers  for  the  entire  Collegiate  Courfe. 

8.  The  average  annual  mark  of  a  Undent  entering 
any  clafs,  after  the  beginning  of  the  year,  will  be  de¬ 
termined  by  adding  twice  his  Jemi-annual  examination 
mark  to  eight  times  his  average  monthly  mark, 

9.  The  final  graduating  mark  of  every  {Indent  will 
be  determined  by  taking  four  times  his  annual  average 
mark. 

10.  It  will  be  permitted  to  any  {Indent,  who  may 
feel  himfelf  aggrieved  by  this  fyfiem  of  marking,  as 
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applied  to  thofe  who  enter  the  College  after  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Frefhman  Clafs,  to  requefi:  in  the  prefence 
of  the  Prefident,  that  the  ftudent  whom  he  conceives 
to  have  fupplanted  him  fhall  relinquifh  fo  much  of  his 
final  mark  as  to  give  him  his  true  place  in  the  clafs. 
In  cafe  of  a  refufal,  it  will  be  the  right  of  the  firft 
ftudent  to  demand  an  examination  of  both  conteftants 
on  the  whole  College  Courfe. 

This  examination  will  be  conducted  in  the  prefence 
of  the  College  Board,  and  will  be  continued  until  the 
Faculty  fhall  be  convinced  which  of  the  two  is  entitled 
to  the  higher  place.  On  this  examination  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Faculty  prefent,  will  mark  both  of  the 
conteftants ;  and  from  their  marks,  they  will  aflign  to 
both  fuch  graduating  marks  as  fhall  to  them  feem  juft 
and  proper. 

11.  There  will  be  eftablifhed  a  minimum  of  one- 
fourth  of  the  number  attainable  as  the  refult  of  the 
recitations,  exercifes,  and  examination  of  each.feftion  ; 
and  every  ftudent  who  fhall  fall  below  that  minimum 
will,  ipjo  fa^o^  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  his  clafs. 

12.  The  fame  penalty  will  apply  to  every  ftudent 
who,  at  the  concluding  public  examination,^  fhall  have 
failed  utterly  in  any  one  department  of  ftudy,  refulting 
from  the  habitual  neglecft  of  the  duties  of  that  depart¬ 
ment. 

13.  The  monthly  returns  of  the  Profeflbrs,  contain¬ 
ing  the  average  ftanding  of  the  ftudents,  will  be  fent  to 
the  parent  or  guardian  of  every  ftudent  who  fhall  have 
been  reported  to  the  Board  of  the  College  for  deft-

ciency  in  ftudy  or  mifcondud:  requiring  difcipline  ;  but 
no  ftudent  will  incur  the  penalty  prefcribed  in  the  laft 
two  preceding  refolutions,  unlefs  at  lead:  two  fuch 
monthly  returns  have  been  previoufly  fent  to  his  parent 
or  guardian. 


OF  COMMENCEMENTS. 

Extract  from  the  College  Statutes. 

There  lhall  be  an  annual  commencement  on  the^ 
when  academical  degrees  will  be  conferred. 

Previoufly  to  conferring  the  degrees,  public  exercifes 
fhall  be  performed  by  the  Candidates,  in  fuch  manner 
as  the  Board  of  the  College  jfliall  dired:. 

N o  ftudent  fliall  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  unlefs,  befldes  due  proficiency  in  his  ftudies, 
he  fhall  compofe  an  exercife  for  the  Commencement, 
which  fliall  be  fubmitted  to  the  Prefident ;  and  the 
Student  who  fliall  refufe  -or  negledt  to  adopt  the  cor- 
redtions  and  amendments  pointed  out  to  him,  or  who 
fhall  deliver  his  oration  or  exercife  for  the  day  other- 
wife  than  is  approved  by  the  Prefident,  fliall  not  re¬ 
ceive  his  degree. 

It  fliall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  defignate  thofe 
who  are  to  fpeak,  and  alfo  to  affign  to  each  fpeaker  his 
refpedlive  part  on  Commencement  day  ;  and  any  Stu¬ 
dent  negle(5ling  or  refufing  to  perform  the  part  affigned 
to  him,  fliall  not  receive  his  degree. 

*The  day  is  not  fixed,  but  it  precedes  the  4th  of  July. 
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No  Alumnus  of  this  College  fhall  obtain  the  degree  of 
Mafter  of  Arts  in  lefs  than  three  years  after  the  date 
of  his  firfl:  diploma  ;  nor  then  unlefs  he' fhall  have  made 
fuch  literary  progrefs  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board,  fhall  entitle  him  thereto.  The  Prefident  may 
affign  to  one  or  more  of  the  Alumni  of  the  College, 
who  may  apply  for  a  degree  of  Mafter  of  Arts,  fuch 
orations  or  exercifes  as  he  may  deem  expedient ;  which 
orations  or  exercifes  fhall  be  delivered  the  laft  in  the 
order  of  the  day,  the  valedidlory  oration  excepted ; 
but  no  oration  or  exercife  fhall  be  delivered  unlefs 
approved  of  by  the  Prefident. 


OF  VACATIONS. 

There  will  be  a  vacation  of  all  the  clafTes  from  the 
day  of  Commencement  until  the  Saturday  next  pre¬ 
ceding  the  firfl  Monday  in  Odlober;  on  which  latter 
day  the  regular  courfe  of  ftudy  will  commence.  The 
candidates  for  admiffion  will  be  previoufly  examined. 

There  will  be  an  intermiflion  of  the  public  ledlures 
on  Good  Friday,  the  4th  day  of  July,  the  25th  day  of 
November,  on  fuch  days  in  each  year  as  may  be  re¬ 
commended  by  the  civil  authority  to  be  obferved  as 
days  of  fafl  or  thankfgiving,  and  from  the  24th  day  of 
December  until  the  4th  day  of  January,  both  exclufive.

open  from  i  to  P.  M. 

The  Students  of  the  Senior,  Junior,  and  Sophomore 
'clafles,  and  fuch  of  the  Frefhman  clafs  as*  may  be  de- 
fignated  by  the  Prefident,  can  have  accefs  to  the  Col¬ 
lege  Library,  and  may  be  permitted  to  take  books 
therefrom,  on  the  days  and  at  the  hours  appointed  for 
that  purpofe,  fo  long  as  they  obferve  the  rules  duly 
eftablifhed  in  regard  thereto. 

All  books  muft  be  returned  to  the  Library  before 
Commencement,  and  none  can  be  taken  out  during 
the  Summer  Vacation  without  permiffion  of  the  Prefi¬ 
dent.  The  Librarian  makes  an  annual  report  to  the 
Prefident,  giving  the  condition  of  the  Library,  and  the 
names  of  all  who  are  any  way  in  default  as  regards  the 
fame. 

OF  FREE  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

1.  The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York  ;  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn  ;  the  Truftees  of 
the  Mercantile  Library  AlTociation  ;  of  the  Mechanics’ 
Inftitute;  and  of  the  General  Society  of  Mechanics 
and  Tradefmen  of  the  City  of  New  York,  fhall  each 
be  entitled  to  have  always  two  ftudents  ;  the  N.  Yi 
Free  Academy,  four  ftudents  ;  and  the  Corporation  of 
Jerfey  City,  one  ftudent,  educated  in  the  College  free 
of  all  charges  of  tuition. 

2.  Every  Religious  Denomination  in  the  City  of 
New  York  fhall  be  entitled  to  have  always  one  ftudent. 
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who  may  be  defigned  for  the  miniftry,  educated  in  the 
College  free  of  all  charge  of  tuition. 

3.  Every  School — except  the  Grammar  School  of 
the  College — from  which  there  lhall  be  admitted  in 
any  one  year,  into  the  College,  four  ftudents,  who  pay 
their  matriculation  fees,  fhall  have  the  privilege  of 
fending  one  fcholar  to  be  educated  gratuitoufly  in  the 
College. 


OF  FOUNDATIONS. 

1.  Any  perfon  or  perfons  who  may  found  a  fcholar- 
Ihip  to  the  amount  of  one  thoujand  dollars^  fhall  be 
entitled  to  have  always  one  ftudent  educated  in  the 
College,  free  of  all  charges  of  tuition.  This  right  may 
be  tranfferred  to  others.  The  fcholarfhip  fhall  bear 
fuch  name  as  the  founder  or  founders  may  dehgnate. 

2.  Any  religious  denomination,  or  any  perfon  or 
perfons,  who  fhall  endow  a  ProfefTorfhip  in  the  Claffics, 
in  Political,  Mathematical  or  Phyfical  Science,  or  in 
the  literature  of  any  of  the  ancient  or  modern  lan¬ 
guages,  to  the  amount  of  twenty  thoujand  dollars^  fhall 
for  ever  have  the  right  of  nominating  a  profefTor  for 
•the  fame,  fubjed  to  the  approbation  of  the  Board  of 
Truflees,  who  fhall  hold  his  office  by  the  fame  tenure 
as  the  other  profefTors  of  the  College ;  the  nomination 
to  be  made  by  the  authorized  reprefentatives  of  the 
religious  community,  or  by  the  perfon  or  perfons  who 
fhall  make  the  endowment,  or  fuch  perfon  or  perfons 
as  he  or  they  may  defignate.  The  proceeds  of  the 
endowment  will  be  appropriated  to  the  falary  of  the 
profefTor. 


OF  PRIZES. 


I.  FOR  DECLAMATION. 

At  the  public  exhibition  at  the  clofe  of  the  interme¬ 
diate  examination,  there  lhall  be  exercifes  in  declama¬ 
tion  by  not  lefs  than  two  ftudents  of  each  clafs,  to  be 
previoufly  delignated  by  the  Prefident.  The  declama¬ 
tions  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  claffes  lhall  be  of  their 
own  compofition  ;  thofe  of  the  other  clalTes  may  be 
feleded  pieces,  approved  by  the  Prefident ;  and  to 
three  of  thofe  who  fpeak  on  any  fuch  occafion,  there 
fhall  be  awarded  by  the  Truftees,  the  Prefident,  and 
the  ProfefTors  of  the  College  prefent,  the  following 
prizes,  viz. :  to  the  fpeaker  whom  the  majority  of  the 
judges  fhall  confider  the  beft,  books  of  the  value  of 
twenty  dollars^  and  to  each  of  the  two  whom  the  faid 
judges  fhall  efteem  the  next  beft  fpeakers,  books  to  the 
value  of  ten  dollars, 

2.  FOR  PROFICIENCY  IN  GERMAN. 

After  the  concluding  examination,  there  fhall  be 
awarded  to  the  beft  ftudent  of  German,  in  the  advanced 
clqfs^  a  prize  in  money  or  its  equivalent,  at  his  option, 
of  thirty  dollars-^  and  to  the  next  beft,  a  prize  of  twenty 
dollars. 
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In  like  manner  to  the  beft  ftudent  in  the  introduc¬ 
tory  clafs,  a  prize  as  before,  of  thirty  dollars^  and  of  the 
next  beft  of  twenty  dollars. 

3.  PRIZE  OF  THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

A  prize  of  fifty  dollars^  in  money  or  its  equivalent, 
at  the  option  of  the  receiver,  was  ftrft  awarded  at  the 
Commencement  in  June,  1858. 

Its  conditions  are,  that  it  be  given  to  the  moft 
faithful  and  deferving  ftudent  of  the  graduating  clafs.” 

Three  names  to  be  felecfted  by  the  Faculty  and  fub- 
mitted  to  the  clafs,  who  from  thofe  three  are  to  defig- 
nate  one. 

4.  SCHEME  OF  TWO  ANNUAL  SEMINARY 

PRIZES. 

Founded  November^  1851,  in  Columbia  College y  by  the  Society  for  pro^ 
mo  ting  Religion  and  L  earnings  and  for  which  an  Endowment  of 

$icoo  is  provided  on  the  following  conditions ; 

1.  The  Firft  to  be  entitled,  The  Society’s  Greek 
Seminary  Prize  of  Thirty  Dollars,”  to  be  annually 
competed  for,  among  fuch  members  of  the  graduating 
clafs  as  ftiall  have  given  in  their  names  to  the  Preft- 
dent,  at  leaft  one  month  previous  to  fuch  competition, 
as  candidates  for  the  General  Theological  Seminary  of 
the  Proteftant  Epifcopal  Church.  The  examination 
for  fuch  prize  to  be  held  publicly  in  the  Chapel,  and 
feparate  from  the  General  College  Examination.  To 
be  on : 
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1.  The  Epiftles  of  the  New  Teftament  (in  Greek), 

ad  aperturam  Libri.” 

2.  On  fome  one  of  the  early  Greek  Fathers,  to  be 
defignated  at  the  time  of  noticing  the  prize ;  or,  if 
none  be  defignated,  then  upon  fome  portion  of 
Chry/ofioni  or  Athanafius^  at  the  choice  of  the  ftudent. 

The  decifion  to  be  with  the  Prefident  and  Greek 
ProfefTor,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  other  fpecial 
College  Teftimonials  are  decided. 

II.  The  Second  to  be  entitled,  the  Society’s  Englilh 
Seminary  Prize  of  twenty  dollars^  to  be  annually  com¬ 
peted  for  as  before,  and  to  confifl:  in  the  production  of 
an  ElTay  (to  be  publicly  read  or  not,  as  the  Prefi¬ 
dent  may  determine)  of  the  ordinary  length  of  a  pulpit 
difcourfe,  on  fome  fubjeCt  connected  with  the  courfe  of 
Evidences  on  which  the  clafs  has  been  engaged ;  fuch 
fubjeCt  to  be  feleCted  by  the  ProfefTor  of  the  Evidences, 
and  given  out  by  him  at  the  time  of  notice ;  and  the 
prize  to  be  adjudged,  as  before,  by  the  Prefident  and 
ProfefTor  of  that  branch,  fuch  decifion  to  have  refpeCt  to, 

1.  The  General  Ability  and  Soundnefs  of  the  EfTay; 

2.  Its  Logical  and  Demonftrative  Form  ;  and, 

3.  The  pure  Saxon  Style  and  Idiom  in  which  it  is 
written. 

Notice  of  the  above  Prizes,  with  their  conditions, 
to  be  publicly  given  out  in  the  Chapel,  each  year,  at 
the  Commencement  of  the  Clofing  Term  of  the  Senior 
Clafs  ;  and  each  Student  giving  in  his  name,  as  Com- 

petitor,”  to  defignate  the  prize  for  which  he  contends, 
and  to  be  confined  to  the  choice  then  made, 
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The  names  of  the  fucceffful  candidates  on  both 
prizes  to  be  enrolled  in  a  fuitable  book,  to  be  provided 
and  kept  for  that  purpofe,  lettered  appropriately,  and 
kept  on  the  Library  table  ;  and,  alfo,  to  be  announced, 
with  other  honors,  on  Commencement  day.  Payment 
of  the  above  prizes  to  be  made  by  the  Treafurer  of 
the  Society,  on  certificate  of  the  Prefident,  of  the  name 
of  the  fucceflJul  candidate  and  the  fulfillment  of  the 
prefcribed  conditions ;  the  fame  being  inclofed  in  a 
perfonal  letter  from  the  candidate  himfelf,  ftating  his 
intention  of  entering  the  Seminary  at  the  opening  of 
the  enfuing  Term  ;  and  fuch  payment  not  to  be  taken 
into  account  in  the  payment  of  any  flipend  allowed  to 
fuch  fcholar,  on  the  part  of  the  Society  itfelf. 

The  names  of  the  fuccefiJul  candidates  to  be*alfo 
recorded  honorably  in  the  Society’s  books. 

In  cafe  of  Lapfe,  on  the  part  of  the  College,  in  the 
beftowment  of  one  or  both  prizes,  then  the  amount  of 
fuch  prize,  or  prizes  is  not  to  pafs  into  the  general 
funds  of  the  Society,  but  to  be  fpecifically  appropri¬ 
ated  by  the  Board  in  fuch  manner  as  they  may  deem 
befi:  for  furthering  the  end  defigned  by  this  endow¬ 
ment,  viz. :  that  of  enlarging  the  numbers  and  ad¬ 
vancing  the  fcholarlhip  of  candidates  for  the  Miniftry 
within  the  General  Theological  Seminary  of  our 
Church,  educated  in  Columbia  College.

The  ftudy  of  the  Greek  Language  is  purfued  through 
all  the  four  claffes.  In  the  Frefhman  Clafs  it  is  made 
a  fubjecd  of  clofe  grammatical  analyfis,  and  an  Homeric 
foundation  is  laid  for  the  fludies  of  the  fucceeding 
years.  The  clafs  are  at  prefent  reading  the  OdyfTey, 
and  next  feffion  will  have  Herodotus  for  their  text 
book.  The  Sophomore  Clafs  commence  the  ftudy  of 
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the  Greek  Tragedians,  and  pay  clofe  attention  to  the 
fcanning  of  the  plays,  particularly  the  choral  meafures. 
Their  text  book  throughout  the  current  year  will  be 
Euripides.  The  Junior  Clafs  attend  in  Greek  only 
one  hour  each  week.  They  are  reading  iEfchylus  at 
prefent,  and  next  feflion  will  take  up  the  ftudy  of  the 
Greek  Orators.  In  the  Senior  Clafs  the  Greek  courfe 
is  optional,  and  therefore  only  a  portion  of  the  clafs 
attend  in  this  department.  They  have  a  courfe  of 
Le(51:ures  on  Greek  Literature,  with  weekly  examina¬ 
tions,  and  are  alfo  reading  Plato.  Their  reading  next 
feflion  will  be  Ariftophanes.

The  Courfe  of  Applied  Mathematics  is  defigned  to 
teach  the  methods  of  applying  the  principles  of  the 
Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  to  fcientific  invefti- 
gations,  preliminary  to  an  advanced  fcientific  courfe. 
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The  courfe  of  Bejcriptive  Geometry^  and  Induftrial 
Drawing,  is  purfued  by  fuch  ftudents  as  defire  to  per- 
fed  themfelves  in  Graphic  Arts,  and  may  be  taken  by 
any  one  who  is  prepared  to  enter  upon  it.  This  and 
the  preceding  courfe  are  preparatory  to  a  courfe  of 
Civil  Engineering. 

INSTRUMENTS  AND  MODELS. 

The  courfe  of  Surveying  is  illuftrated  by  the  inftru- 
ments  moft  commonly  ufed  in  Engineering  and  To¬ 
pographical  Surveying,  as  the  Compafs,  the  Level,  the 
Plane  Table,  the  Theodolite,  the  Tranlit,  with  their 
various  acceflbries. 

The  Graphical  courfe  is  illuftrated  by  a  fet  of 
movable  Models,  known  as  the  Olivier  Models. 
Thefe  Models,  over  forty  in  number,  are  fac  hmiles 
of  thofe  in  the  Conjervatoire  des  Arts  et  Metiers  in 
Paris. 


8.  ASTRONOMY. 

Rev.  CHARLES  W.  HACKLEY,  S.  T.  D.,  Professor. 

The  ftudies  of  this  Department  are  commenced  in 
the  fecond  feffion  of  the  Junior  year  with  Navigation 
and  Pradical  Aftronomy. 

The  ufe  of  all  the  Aftronomical  inftruments  ordina¬ 
rily  employed  at  fea  or  on  land  is  taught,  with  the 
methods  of  applying  the  corredion  for  errors  of  ad- 
juftment  to  the  obfervations,  and  the  extra  inftru- 
mental  corredions  for  refradion,  parallax,  &c.  Re- 
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dudion  of  the  places  of  ftars  from  the  epoch  of  a 
catalogue  to  any  inftant;  Interpolation  by  differences. 

The  following  inftruments  are  ufed  in  this  courfe : 
Sextant,  Dolland  Circle  of  Refledlion,  Kater’s  Circle,

Large  Troughton  and  Simms'  Altitude  and  Azimuth 
inftrument,  with  the  reading  Microfcopes  ufually  at¬ 
tached  to  a  Mural  Circle.  A  fmaller  inftrument  of  the 
fame  kind,  arranged  as  variation  tranfit.  A  tranfit 
inftrument  of  four  feet  focal  length,  mounted  on  ftone 
piers.  A  Chronometer  by  Parkinfon  and  Frodlham. 
A  clock  by  Dent,  with  mercurial  pendulum.  A  pow¬ 
erful  equatorial  inftrument,  iij  inches  aperture. 
Numerous  fmaller  telefcopes,  barometers,  thermome¬ 
ters,  globes,  models  and  diagrams. 

The  Tranfit  inftrument  of  the  College  is  mounted 
in  the  private  Obfervatory  of  Mr.  Lewis  M.  Ruther- 
furd,  a  Truftee  of  the  College,  to  whom  the  Dent  clock 
and  Equatorial  inftrument  belong. 

Friday  and  Saturday  evenings  are  devoted  to  the 
inftrudtion  of  ftudents  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  clafles 
at  the  Obfervatory.

9.  MECHANICS  AND  PHYSICS. 

RICHARD  S.  McCULLOH,  A.  M.,  Professor. 

In  this  Department  the  Junior  Clafs  purfue  during 
the  firfl:  term  the  ftudy  of  Somatalogy,  or  the  general 
properties  and  confiitution  of  bodies  ;  e.  g.  elafticity, 
capillarity,  cryftallography,  &c.  During  the  fecond 
term  they  fludy  the  Mechanics  of  folids  and  fluids. 
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The  Senior  Clafs  are  occupied  with  the  ftudy  of  the 
Ethereal  form  of  Matter,  or  the  laws  and  phenomena 
of  Eledricity,  Magnetifm,  Light  and  Heat. 

The  inftrudion  is  imparted  by  ledure,  text  book 
and  experimental  illuftrations,  with  appropriate  appa¬ 
ratus. 

As  text  books,  Peck’s  Mechanics,  Bartlett’s  Ana¬ 
lytical  Mechanics,  Airy’s  Mathematical  Trads,  and 
Bartlett’s  Acouftics  and  Optics  are  employed.  On 
particular  fubjeds  various  other  works  are  recom¬ 
mended,  as  books  of  reference. 


lo.  CHEMISTRY. 

CHARLES  A.  JOY,  Ph.  D., 'Professor. 

Inftrudion  in  this  Department  is  given  by  ledures 
fully  illuftrated  by  experiments  and  alternated  with 
thorough  reviews  and  examinations. 

The  clafs  frequently  accompany  the  Profeflbr  to  the 
various  manufaduring  eftablilhments  of  the  city,  where 
the  applications  of  Science  to  the  Arts  can  be  witnefled 
to  the  beft  advantage. 

PRACTICAL  EXERCISES  IN  THE  LABORATORY. 

The  Laboratory  is  furnifhed  with  the  beft  modern 
appliances  for  acquiring  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
Chemiftry,  and  the  applications  of  this  fcience  to  agri¬ 
culture  and  the  arts.  It  will  be  open  to  its  fpecial 
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ftudents  from  the  firft  of  November  to  the  firfl:  of 
June,  every  week  day,  except  Saturday,  from  9  A.  M. 
until  dufk,  at  a  charge  of  $250  a  year,  payable  femi- 
annually  in  advance. 

It  is  defigned  in  this  fchool  to  give  a  complete  pro- 
feffional  education  in  Chemiftry  to  fuch  as  may  defire  it. 

A  limited  number  of  the  moft  diftinguifhed  ftudents 
attending  the  Chemical  Lectures  are  admitted  free  of 
charge  as  working  pupils  into  the  Laboratory.  For 
the  purpofe  of  feledling  thefe  ftudents,  a  fpecial  exami¬ 
nation  is  held  foon  after  the  commencement  of  the 
fecond  feflion. 

Students  in  this  department  have  accefs  to  the  Col¬ 
lege  Library,  to  the  private  library  of  the  Profeflbr, 
and  to  the  fcientific  colledlions  of  the  College.

II.  BOTANY. 

Dr.  Torrey  has  prefented  to  Columbia  College  his 
immenfe  Herbarium,  the  fruit  of  forty  years  afliduous 
labor,  together  with  his  valuable  Botanical  Library. 
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The  Herbarium  is  efpecially  rich  in  North  American 
plants,  as  it  contains  full  fets  of  nearly  all  the  collec¬ 
tions  made  by  the  numerous  exploring  expeditions  of 
the  United  States  government,  from  that  of  Maj. 
Long  in  1819,  to  the  prefent  time,  and  the  original 
fpecimens  from  which  the  defcriptions  in  the  official 
reports  were  made.  The  Herbarium  is  alfo  authority 
for  the  plants  defcribed  in  the  Flora  of  North  America, 
by  Dr.  Torrey  and  Dr.  Gray. 

The  Floras  of  Europe,  Aha,  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  Auftralia,  and  many  other  parts  of  the  world, 
are  largely  reprefented  by  colkdions  named  by  the 
higheft  authority.  It  is  not  the  intention  of  Dr. 
Torrey  to  relinquiffi  his  botanical  ftudies,  for  the 
Truftees  have  provided  him  with  a  refidence  in  the 
College  buildings  and  ample  accommodation  for  his 
Herbarium  and  Library,  fo  that  he  will  be  able  to 
profecute  this  important  branch. of  fcience  under  more 
favorable  circumftances  than  he  has  hitherto  enjoyed. 
It  is  his  purpofe  to  deliver  lectures  on  Botany  at  fuch 
hours  as  will  not  interfere  with  the  regular  ftudies  of 
the  Undergraduates.  He  has  alfo  taken  meafures 
greatly  to  increafe  the  Herbarium  and  Library. 

12.  HISTORY  AND  POLITICAL  SCIENCE. 

FRANCIS  LIBBER,  LL.  D.,  Professor. 

Dr.  Lieber’s  inftrudlion  in  Hiftory  begins  with  the 
downfall  of  the  Roman  empire.  In  the  Senior  Clafs 
he  occupies  himfelf  with  the  period  commencing  with 
the  American  Revolution,  or  the  Firft  French  Revo- 
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lution,  and  ending  with  our  own  times.  He  treats  in 
this  Clafs  as  much  as  pofTible  of  topics  of  Political 
Philofophy,  illuftrated  by  the  great  events  of  the 
period,  and  ufes  as  an  additional  work  his  Civil  Liberty 
and  Self-Government. 

Dr.  Lieber  teaches  chiefly  by  ledlures,  ufing  fome 
work  on  hiftory  to  furnilh  the  fads,  by  regularly  ap¬ 
pointed  leffons.  In  order  to  gain  time  for  the  ledures, 
his  examinations  are  conduded,  almofl:  excluflvely,  by 
writing  on  topics  given  out  in  the  clafs.  Thus,  whole 
claflbs  can  be  examined  at  once.  The  papers  are  ex¬ 
amined  by  him  privately. 

The  fame  courfe  is  purfued  in  the  inftrudion  in 
Political  Economy.  He  takes  Say’s  Political  Economy 
as  the  bafls,  but  not  as  the  guide,  for  his  ledures.

'  13.  DEPARTMENT  OF  PHILOSOPHY  AND 
ENGLISH  LITERATURE. 

CHARLES  MURRAY  NAIRNE,  M.  A.,  Professor. 

The  ftudies  of  this  department  extend  over  the  laft 
three  years  of  the  College  courfe.  During  the  firft 
half  of  the  Sophomore  year  the  clafs  ftudy  Rhetoric, 
Compofttion  and  Declamation.  The  latter  half  of 
the  year  is  devoted  to  a  critical  ftudy  of  an  Englilh 
Claflic,  treated  in  the  fame  manner  as  an  Ancient 
Claffic  is  treated  by  a  Profelfor  of  Ancient  Languages, 
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and  to  Verification  as  an  Exercife  in  the  vocabulary 
and  niceties  of  the  Englifli  ‘language. 

The  firfi:  half  of  the  Junior  year  is  occupied  with 
the  fi:udy  of  Logic.  The  text  book  is  an’ Abridgement 
of  Whately,  to  which  the  ProfefTor  adds  an  outline  of 
the  new  Analytic,  and  numerous  exercifes  in  the 
Analyfis  of  Arguments.  The  fiiudents  are  alfo  exer- 
cifed  in  the  declamation  of  their  own  Compofitions. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  Junior  year,  one  of  the 
higher  and  more  difficult  Englifli  Claffics  is  fliudied, 
and  exercifes  in  verfification  are  continued. 

The  Senior  clafs  ftudy  Pfychology  and  Ethics,  writing 
Eflays  on  fubjecfls  llriAly  connected  with  thofe 
branches ;  the  whole  courfe  being  adapted  to  prepare 
the  ftudent  for  purfuing  the  ftudy  of  Philofophy  in  its 
mofl:  abftrufe  branches.
